Once the ruler of half a niltion 
African savages, John Boyes, a 
Yorkshireman of pluck, erfter- 
prise, and the wanderlust’ which’ 
hag sent him roaming.into adveny 
ture: since his cabin-boy days, has 
just returned ‘to England ' after 
fourteen ' thrilling, years . spent | 
mostly in the jungle.

My 
mule, startled, threw me off,.and 
by the time I had picked myself 
up, the elephant waa: not more 
than three yards away. Quick as 
a flash I threw my hat -at his 
‘face and took a header in the 
bush, thinking he ' would not/ 
follow. 
‘peting madly, and 1 thought I 
was doomed, And then he seem- 
ed to step right on top of me, and 
I closed my eyes,....But nothing 
happened. -The great brute had 
walked clean over me without 
Noticing that I was there.: 

“As I scrambled up, however, 
he saw, me and charged again, 
‘and I was thrown into the air 
like a 
Fortunately,’ a tree broke my 
flight, and I-hung on to one of 
the branches and ‘waited: until the 
animal went away.. 

“On'this journey I had con- 
siderable trouble with the
